No longer was its presence felt in every home and market 
place, and its meaning for the individual as a language of 
emotional expression was lost. 


To those of us associated with the arts in the recent 
years, it has been gratifying to see the resurgence of the arts 
as a vital force in our culture. It is evident that powerful 
aesthetic forces are assuming an increasingly greater role in 
the average person’s activities and concerns. The individual 
once again is integrally related to the arts of his times. 


This new direction presents to the art teacher an increas- 
ing challenge and a renewed responsibility to clarify and 
intensify the expressive message of the visual arts.
